shall be recommended for inclusion in the Select lists, upto 
the required number. 

Non , — Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The number 
oi persons to be included in each Select Cist on die result 
of the examination is entirely within the competence of 
Government to decide. No candidate will therefore have 
any claim tor inclusion in the Select List on the basis of 
uh performance in this examination, as a matter of right, 

8. The form and manner of communication of the result 
ol the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not entei into correspondence with them regarding the 
the result. 

9. Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry may be 
considered necessary, that the candidate, having iegai d to 
his conduct m service, is eligible and suitable in all respects 
lor selection. 

Provided that the decision as to ineligibility for selection 
in the case of any candidate recommended lor ^election by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the 
Commission. 

10. Candidate who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
or otherwise quite the service or severs his connection with 
it or whose services ate ter in mated by Ins Department or 
win is appointed to an ex-cadre post oi to another Service 
on ‘0 mister’ and does not have a lien in the grades and 
^civic.’i mentioned iD column 1 of the Rule 3(a) above will 
not be eligible for appointment on the results ol this exami- 
nation. 

Thi-; f however, does not apply to a person who has been 
appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with the ap- 
proval of the comfetcitL authority.

9 OF THE IMPORTS (CONTROL) ORDER, 1955, AS 

AMENDED] 

OFFICE OF THE JT. CHIEF CONTROLLER OF 
IMPORTS & EXPORTS 

Bombay, the 11th August 1981 
ORDER 

No. 3/35/80/AU /ENF/BOM/3004. — A licence no. P/S/ 
1925201 dated 19-3-80 of the value of Rs, 7,84,876/- for im- 
port of Tin Plate waste was issued to M/s. Bombay Drums 
Manufacturers, Safia Manzil 24, Calicut Street Fort, Bombay- 
38 subject to the conditions that the imported material will 
be utilised in the licence holder’s factory. 

2. Thereafter, a show cause notice no. 3/35/80/ENF/ 
BOM/2091 dated 21-8-80 was issued asking them to show 
cause within fifteen days as to why the said licence in their 
favour should not be cancelled in terms of clause 9, sub- 
clause (a) (cc) on the grounds that the said licence has been 
obtained by them By mis-representation of facts and 
fraud and that same will not serve the purpose for which 
the licence inquestion has been issued. 

3. M/s. Bombay Drums Manufacturers, Bombay-38., by 
their letter dated 16-9-80 replied to the above said show 
cause notice that the said licence together with all the rele- 
vant documents are in the Custody of CBI Bombay and 
requested this office to contact CBI, if any details required 
by this office. Subsequently party vide their letter dated 
2-5-81 requested for a suitable date for personnel hearing, 
as their senior pattner is out of station at present. Accord- 
ingly party was given another date for personal hearing 
i.e. 20-7-81 at 2.30. p.m. Shri. Taher Bhai Abbas Bhai, 
a partner of the firm appeared before the undersigned for 
personal hearing on 20-7-81 in response to this office memo, 
of even no. dated 3-7-8 L Shri Taher Bhai Abbas Bhai 
stated that he has already explained every thing to CBI and 
that he was cheated by Shri Pramodbhai Rawal, who has 
an office at Churchgale Chamber, 4Lh floor, and doing the 
liasion work. He denied having any knowledge of the con- 
sumptional certificate having been countersigned or signed 
by Shri S. B. Salalkar. It wa H explained to him that the 
licence that has been obtained by them on the basis of the 
said forged certificate, deserves cancellation in view of this 
forgery committed on the Chartered Accountants certificate 
to which he has no objection. 

4. The undersigned has carefully examined the submission 
mode by the Shri. Taher Bhai Abbas Bhai at the time of 
personal hearing that the aforesaid licence has been ob- 
tained by fraudulent means on the basis of the forged char- 
tered accountants certificate and as such deserves to be 
cancelled abintio. Even the partner of the firm who tried 
to say that he had no knowledge of the forgery committed 
on the Charter Accountant’s certificate, had no objection to 
the aforesaid cancellation, The firm's plea that the import 
licence is lying with the CBI Bombay and ilio matter may 
be referred to them does not contain any valid defence. 

5. Having regard to what has heen stated in the proceed- 
ing paragraph, the undersigned is ataislied that the licence in 
question should be cancelled or otherwise rendered ineffec- 
tive. Therefore, the undersigned, in exercise of the powers 
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vested 1 b him under clause 9 sub-clause (a) (cc) of the 
Imports (Control) Order, 1955 hereby cancel the licence 
No* P/S/1925201 dated 19 3-80 for Rs. 7,84,876/- issued in 
favour of M/s. Bombay Drums Manufacturers Bombay-38. 

6. In case they are not satisfied with the above decision, 
they may file an appeal under clause 10(2) of the Imports 
(Control) Order 1955, as amended, to the competent autho- 
rity i.c, Additional Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi as pecified in Government of 
India, Ministry of Commerce Import Trade Control Notifi- 
cation no. 12/66 dated 10-11-66, ns amended from time 
to time and as last amended vide Ministry of Commerce 
Notification no. 17/76 dated 20-8-76 within 45 days from 
the date of onler. Paragraph 265 of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure for 1980-81 
lays sown the procedure for filing an appeal.

2. The headquarters of the Committee will be at Bombay. 


3. The Committee will examine all proposals received from 
time, to limo by the Films Division for purchase of docu- 
mentary dims from independent producers and other agencies 
or oilers of donation of documentary films from independent 
prpdl|ocrs> The committee , wjfk consider all such proposals 
on Lhb basis of quality, suitability for general publicity release 
and such other relevant criteria and advise whether the films 
in question should be acquired by the Films Division or not. 
The Committee may also consider matters of general nature 
concerning purchase of documentary films and tender its 
advise to the Films Division. 


4. The recommendations of the Committee shall be in 
accordance with the view of tfie majority subject to the con- 
dition that at least one of the official members is also of the 
majority view. The recommendations* of the Committee will 
normally be accepted by the Films Division. If the Chief 
Pioduccr Films Division disagrees with the recommendations 
of the committee he may make a reference to the Ministry of 
Information k Broadcasting for a final decision. The com- 
mittee will meet as and when necessary. Secretariat assistance 
to the Committee will be provided by the Films Division, 

5. (a) The official members of the Committee will con- 
tinue to be tile members of the Committee by virtue of the 
office held by them. The nonnaj tenure of non-official mem- 
bers will be two years or until replaced by the Government 
during or after the normal tenure. 

(b)Tn the absence of non-official member A for any 
reason, the proposals will be considered and recommendations 
made by the official members of the Committee. 


(c) The non- official members will function in an honorary 
capacity but will be eligible to travelling- allowance and other 
allowances admissible under the Rules.
